John Brown & 0o., 
Clydebank, the: paming ceremony being 
porfornied by the Cannteas of Derby. It 
is 73 yenra since. the -Conard Cun pny 
hoisted their flag, and thoic ‘history has 
practically beon tho history of merchant 
naval architecture. Their. first ship, the 
Britannis, built at Port Glasgow, ‘was 207° 
feot lung, S34 feeb..broad, 24 feet deep, 
and of 1154 tons. “ Their latest ship, the 
‘Aquitanin; shows the’ immense strides that 
ateam navigation haa taken during ‘the |. 
intervening years; its details sre—longth, 
O0F feet } breadth, 07 feet ; gto«s messuro- 
ment, 47,000 tons; and apocd, 23 knota:;. 
with’ secommodation': for $269 pissengers 
and 1000 of a'erek.” No official particulars 
iro supplied as tn machinery; but it is 
known that shavid to be propelled by 
Parsons turbines dviving four screws, the 
turbines arranged in serice, and the shs!t 
horse-power will probably bo about.70,000.
